An Examination

WORLD'S FAIR GROUNDS. CHICTASO, 


June 88.—An accident, attended with 
mimy narrow escapes from death and 
considerable damage to anatomy, but 
luckily without fatality, occurred in 
the grounds at H o'clock last evening. 
Two hundred men employed in the 
color department met in the second 
story of their building, just south of 
the big storage building, to do honor 
to their chief, H. D. Millet, superin- 
tendent of decoration, and Ed Allen, 
foreman of the shops. On a table at 
the north end of the room were a hand- 
some silver dessert set and a beautiful 
punch bowl and its companion pieces, 
it being the intention of the men to 
present their chief with the former and 
Mr Allen with the latter piece. A* the 
ceremonies were concluded, the men 
started for the narrow stairway which 
led to the floor below. The thin boards 
creaked ominously as the men gath- 
ered at the narrow edge, and several re- 
treated to the further corners of the 
rooms 
Suddenly that portion of the 


floor nearest the stairway gave way 
and landed its load of humanity and 
chairs and tables on top of the barrels, 
boxes, signs, scenery and painted para- 
phernalia on the floor below. The fall 
was not over eighteen feet, and this no 
doubt saved many lives. 


Many of those who had taken the 


sudden descent, finding themselves un- 
hurt, were on their feet again and at 
once lent aid to their fellow-workmen, 
many of whom were under the mass 
of broken timbers, chairs and other 
debris. 
After 
the 
confusion 
had 


abated in a measure and the men ex- 
;rieated with some difficulty, it was 
found that thirteen men were in need 
of assistance, but it was ascertained 
:lmt no one had been killed. The in- 
jured men were removed to the hospi- 
tal with dispatch, where it was found 
that only one, Wm. Nolan, was in a se- 
rious condition 
He had sustained a 


compound fracture of his right leg 
Dear the hip, and the doctors refuse to 
rive crat xnuim encouragement in re- 
rard to his Wounds. The names of the 
other men injured are as follows:

Ireland, subtequently read the terms 
of the resolution 
These provide that 


the oill shall lie reported by July 81, 
and shall be clotured In four sections. 
Clauses 5 to 8 shall be discussed next 
week; clauses 0 to 36 the week follow- 
ing, and clauses 87 to 40 the third week. 


Thereafter the financial clauses and 


any new clauses shall be discussed. 
Mr. Morley added that the government 
would not receive any dilatory motion, 
nor any motion to postpone a clause, 
unless the motion was made by the 
minister in charge of the bill 
The 


rule of the house ending the daily ses- 
sion at midnight would be suspended 
to-day. If progress should be reported 
the chairman of the committee of the 
whole should enforce the order. In 
any subsequent sitting of the commit- 
tee the proceedings thereunder should 
not be interrupted by any standing 
order relating to the sittings of the 
douse. The statement was received 
with cheers. 


Mr. Thomas Wallace Russell (liberal- 


nnloniat), member of the southern 
division of Tyrone, gave notice that he 
would submit an amendment to the 
resolution. Mr. Balfour asked if the 
government proposed to consider the 
adoption of the resolution to-day. The 
government, he contended, will re- 
member the introduction of the resolu- 
tion in 1887, referred to by the prime 
minister. On that occasion Mr. Glad- 
stone and Mr. Morley had both ob- 
jected against the brief time allowed 
them to consider the resolution, al- 
though that proposal was vastly less 
complicated than the present one. 


When Mr. Gladstone rose to reply to 


Mr. Balfour he was enthusiastically 
cheered. Be readily admitted his action 
In 1687, but said that the opinion of the 
bouse then was that a resolution like 
the one referred to ought not to be 
kept pending. Moreover, the house 
had already (Tone through an immense 
mass of work, and there was still a 
great amount ot matter awaiting its 
attention. Indeed, it had become a 
question aa to whether the house was 
or was not able to discharge the duties 
with which It had been entrusted. 
This statement elicited further cheer- 
ing from the government supporters. 
Mr. Gladstone further said that there 
was no such question in 1887 as existed 
now. 
On the grounds of public duty 


he must decline to accede to the wish 
of Mr. Balfour that further time be 
£iven to the opposition to consider the 
terms of the resolution. The sitting 
closed amid unbounded enthusiasm on 
the part ot the Irish radical and liberal 
members.

BAFFLED ROBBERS. 


Desperate Attempt to Hold Up a 


Train In Texas. 


THE FIREIAI HST4ITLY KILLED. 


One ol the Robber* Cuptond «nd the 


United States M«*hal and Fora* 


in Pursuit of 4ae Others—A 


Bravo Conductor. 


SAN ASTONIO, Tex., June 29.—The 


boldest attempt at train robbery that 
ever occurred In Texas took place yes- 
terday afternoon about 9:30 o'clock, 
near the village of Breckenrldge, in 
Wilson county, 85 miles south of this 
city. The train held up was the San 
Antonio & Aransae Paw passenger No. 
3, leaving here at 1:80 p. m The af- 
fair resulted In the killing of F. W. 
Martin, the fireman, and the capturing 
of one of the robbers, who Rives his 
name as J. W. May, a cowboy. 


At Breckenridge the train stopped 


to take water, and when It pulled ont 
three men boarded the blind baggage 
without being aeen. The train had 
just entered a sharp curve a few hnn- 
drea yards from the tank, when the 
robber May climbed upon the tender, 
and with a 4fi-callber pistol in each 
Whd ordered Engineer Tlerney and 
Fireman Martin to throw up their 
hands. Tlenwy did so, but Martin 
made a move as though about to se- 
cure a revolver from a box under his 
seat The robber then emptied » six- 
shooter Into Martin, keeping Tierney 
covered with the other pistol. Mar- 
tin's body fell out of the gangway onto 
the track, wltre it was ran oVer by the 
can and mutilated. 


The other two robbers, seeing the 


body fall, jumped fipn the baggage 
car platform and made for the brash. 
The passengers rushed upon the plat- 
form and fired at the retreating men. 
The robber, May, made a last des- 
perate effort to capture the train him- 
self, ordering the engineer to run 
the train across the Indian river 
Bridge. Instead of complying he put 
on the air brakes. The robber threw 
the throttle valve wide open, but the 
train would not move, and ha jumped 
and started up the track on a run. 
Conductor Ed. Steele jumped Into the 
cab and cut loose from the train, pur- 
suing the fleeing May. When over- 
taken May ran Into the brush with 
Steele after him. The conductor cap- 
tured him, however, and will receive 
11,000 reward. May refuses to talk. 
The United States marshal and posse 
ore in pursuit of the remaining rob- 
bers.

WASHINGTON, June 29.—The work of 


purging the pension rolls of imposters 
has apparently begun in earnest Fol- 
lowing the instructions of Secretary 
Smith, the pension officials have inau- 
gurated a search of the files of the of- 
fice for such cases as are clearly fraud- 
ulent, and quite a large number have 
been found. Yesterday a long list of 
names was sent to Secretary Smith by 
Commissioner Lochreu, giving, in ad- 
dition to the name, number of pension 
certificates, and such other data as 
were deemed essential with the recom- 
mendation, which has been approved, 
that the same be dropped from the 
pension rolls. The work of examining 
the rolls with the view to the detection 
of fraud will be prosecuted with vigor, 
and at the same time current issues 
will be carefully Mrutinlzed with the 
same object

Some Befloctlona on Altgeid. 
The action ot Governor Altgeld in par- 


doning the anarchists of course ia hard 
on- the Democratic party, bnt tbe good 
people who have oast their lot with that 
party must expect snob, things as long n 
they vote for men who are nominated 
with reference to their ability to catch 
the lawless voters, and without reference 
to their honesty of purpose and ability to 
fill the office with credit to their party 
and the commonwealth. 


It injures the Demooratio party 'be- 


cause the pardon is the remit of dishon- 


and contemptible motives. It waa 


the price promised for the anarchistic 
vote bribe party leaders. The nrst port 
of the contract was fulfilled in the nomi- 
nation of Altgeld, a man who was well 
known to be in sympathy with the fol- 
lowers of tbe red flag. His election was 
the guarantee tbat the pardon would be 
granted. The pardon was the natural 
result of the governor's sympathies and 
the civilization to which he rightly be- 
long*. It to a disgrace to the Democratic 
patty that it nominated such a man. It 
is * disgrace to the state that it elected 
him after be woe nominated. 


These are not sentiments born in par- 


tisanship but ore the rational conclusions 
ot thinking men everywhere. In sup- 
port ot this statement it is only neces- 
sary to point to extracts from the edito- 
rial oolumna of Demooratio papers in 
New York, where they an free from all 
the intlnenoes which might bias opin- 
ions one way and another in Illinois, 
where the anarchists attempted to over- 
throw law, order and liberty: 


The New York World eays: 
It is not the tact that these men have 


been given their libeity that is remark- 
able and startling. It is the tone of 
Qov. 
Altgeld'a statement in which he 


sets forth the reason tor action that will 
astonish if it dose not alarm the country. 
The. Governor's action is not accepted 
nor regarded as mercy. It makee mai- 
tyrs ot the men who paid tbe penally of 
their revolting crime on the gaUowe, and 
sanctifies hereafter the devotion of the 
day of their execution to memorial ser- 
vices. Let us hope that Qov. Altgeld'* 
eat may be u powerless to breed mii- 
ehtef in tbe future aa it will be to soil 
tbe reputation ot tbe nation, of the 
Judge who presided at tbe anarchists' 
trial, and of the jury who rendered the 
verdiot in the post. 


The New York Herald eays: 
It is strange that Go?. Altgeld. who 
has been in office six month*, hu -asl 
mad»thi«anaiingdie«.very. It is more 
remarkable that it wo* not made by any 
ot his predecessors daring seven-years 
nor by either the Supreme court of Eli 
noia or the Supreme court of the United 
States, both ot which sfflrmad the. con- 
viction. Anarchy in this country never 
nesdVed a snore deadly blow than when 
Jutiee was meted ont to tha diabolical 
bomb-Uirower* who terrified Chicago

It was not issued forth* 
reason that it was not handed to Hie 
sheriff. He has not seen tbe paper yet. 
The judge had told Deputy MoOlellan 
to withhold the paper until this morn- 
ing, in order that his honor might bare 
time in which to further consider the 
propriety ot calling a special grand jury 
together. 


JODGB VAIXi B DSXH81ON. 


When court, met this morning at 10 


o'clock Judge Vail announced bis deri- 
sion from the banch. fie said: 


"Iiast evening I gave the olerk orders 


to issue a venire tor a special grand jury 
to farther consider the Bash ease, but 
after doing so I personally consulted 
quite a number ot prominent business 
men ot the city in whom I have oonfl- 
denoe as to their judgment in the proper 
direction of public affairs, and while 1 
wish to do my whole duty in th* premi- 
ses and uphold the law, yet I do not wish 
to pnt myself in the attitude of a crank, 
and therefore I consulted tbe gentlemen 
alluded to.

to acknowledge that the law which has 
been openly violated cannot be enfouec 
at present. There is a good deal of talk 
in the community jost now about the 
anarchists sod the pardon of Fielden 
and others, and there is general indigna- 
tion expressed about it.

should issue for a special grand jury, ant 
was personally instructed, by the iudge 
that he must select the jury in person 
immediately started oat to get the 2 
men without * sitiog to have a copy o 
the venire delivered to him by the olerk 
He supposed that it would be allrigh 
to go ahead, and that the issue ot the 
venire was a mere formality.

ation. Many insisted upon getting the 
per diem and mileage. They first went to 
the sheriff and then the olerk, bat the 
could get very little »«ti«faction. Wi 
ham Hubert, of Maoon, led nine of th 
farmers to Judge Vail's room, and prao- 
tically demanded that the court ord- 
the clerk to issue the Warrants for th 
money. Judge Tail explained the situa
